Chrift ſeveral times, in the 21. Chapter of Fobn, and its the common Lan- 
guage throughout all the Scriptures of Truth, to uſe. the Word Thee or 
Thou unto One ; and I defire all People to take notice of it ; for the Lord 
uſed to ſpeak the Word Thee or Thou, when he ſpake unto any particular 
of his People, and his People uſed ro ſpeak Thee or Thou unto the Lord, 
and one unto another. And People do uſe the Word Thee and Thou unto 
the Lord in their Prayers; and we do greatly admire that People ſhould 
count that Language, which they give unto the Lord, is not good enough 
for themſelves: :For ſome have been very angry with us, when we have 
uſed the iimple proper Language, as the Word Thee or Theu unto One. O
